A Milwaukee brewery has a 
tight control of radio coverage of 
the Braves, and here in Chicago 
a brewing company co-sponsors 
with^a cigarette firm for 77 Cub 
home' games and 55 White Sox 
games over television. 
This should be enough to indi­ 
cate the tight brewery—and to­ 
bacco—hold on baseball broad­ 
casting. An oil refinery sponsor in 
the East is a bright exception to 
the growing trend. It shares time 
with a brewing company and a 
cigarette manufacturer in the Bos­ 
ton Red Sox broadcasts. 
In St. Louis the beer-baseball 
link is complete with August A. 
Busch owning the Cardinals and 
with his brewery sponsoring part 
of the Cardinal broadcasts. 
It was this tie-up which so in­ 
censed Senator Edwin C. Johnson 
that he introduced a bill designed 
to prevent a businessman from 
owning a baseball club and using 
the club to help him sell his pro­ 
ducts. 
Philip K. Wrigley, owner of 
Wrigley Field where the afore­ 
mentioned 
blackout 
occurred, 
foresees a “«Competitive beer war 
with the breweries buying base­ 
ball clubs in order to compete 
with Busch of the Cards.” Mr. 
Wrigley, in his business contacts 
with the breweries, must have 
sensed that their aggressiveness, 
which he caters to at Wrigley 
Field, could readily move in and 
take over Big League baseball. 
This w riter recalls a previous 
employment where a sports edi­ 
tor, though not a “teetotaler,” had 
a rule that no photograph should 
ever be taken of a player who 
was either drinking or smoking. 
“Think of all the children who 
will see that picture,” he said 


“And athletes should be good ex­ 
amples for children.” 
Advertisements now are famil­ 
iar in which popular players en­ 
dorse cigarettes. Will these be fol­ 
lowed by photographs in which 
they smack their lips over the 
club owners’ brew? 
It is apparent that the emerg­ 
ing picture of American baseball 
—in the company of these un­ 
wholesome interests—is not an 
inspiring 
one, 
for 
children 
or 
adults. 
The big question then seems 
clear: 
Will baseball rise to the occa­ 
sion as it did in 1919—when the 
threat came from gamblers—and 
again clean its skirts? 
The question is an im portant 
one, even more important than 
whether the Yanks and Dodgers 
will win another pennant this 
year. For, as proved after the 
Black Sox scandal, the game has 
a hold on American affections in 
its own right.

17. John Donoho, local manager 
for Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Company, announced today. 
I his will b e made possib le when 
the new long distance switching 
center in St. Louis goes into oper­ 
ation on April 17. Donoho said. 
Direct dialing of calls b y opera­ 
tors is one of the greatest single 
advancements in long’distance tel­ 
ephoning in thi last 20 years, Don­ 
oho said. 
' What operator long distance di­ 
aling means to customers is that 
their calls go through much faster 
--on many calls twice as fast-—as 
they now do particularly ii they 
give the operator the telephone 
numb er of the party b eing called.” 
Donoho said. 
He pointed out that customers 
will give the numb er they want to 
a long distance operator here in 
the same manner as they now do. 
After getting the numb er of the* 
telephone b eing called from Sikes­ 
ton. if the call is normally routed 
through St.

Barricade Themselves

After Killing Chauffeur 
BERN, 
Switzerland U*)—A band 
of Romanian 
resistance fighters 
barricaded themselves in Commu­ 
nist Romania’s legation buildings 
here today after a 2 a.m. assault 
which killed the legation chauf 
four and drove the entire staff inti 
the street. 
They vowed to hold the legation 
located in a large park at t h e 
western edge of the city, until the 
Bucharest government frees five 
persons held as political prisoners. 
“ We have nothing to lose b u t 
our lives,” the band's leader called 
in German to rifle-armed Swiss 
police who surrounded the lega 
tion and sought to persuade the 
band to surrender. 
Dies in Hospital 
The 
legation 
chauffeur, 
Aurel 
Setu, was knifed and struck dowrn 
by submachinegun fire when he 
tried to resist the attack. He died 
in a hospital at noon. 
One of the invaders, captured 
while trying to slip through t h e 
police cordon, was carrying a sub­ 
machinegun and documents stolen 
from the legation. He told police 
only that he belonged to the anti- 
Communist resistance in Romania. 
Neighbors said they heard a fu­

screams between 2 and 3 a.m. but 
the legation chauffeur was the only 
casualty reported. He was taken to 
a hospital with serious injuries.

barricaded themselves in Commu­ 
nist Romania's legation buildings 
here today after a 2 a m. assault 
which killed the legation chauf 
four and drove the entire staff intl 
the street. 
They vowed to hold the legation 
located in a large park at t h e 
western edge of the city, until the 
Bucharest government frees five 
persons held as political prisoners 
“We have nothing to lose b u t 
our lives,” the band’s leader called 
in German to rifle-armed Swiss 
police who surrounds the lega 
tion and sought to persuade the 
band to surrender. 
Dies in Hospital 
The 
legation 
chauffeur, 
Aurei 
Setu, was knifed and struck down 
by submachinegun fire w’hen he 
tried to resist the attack. He died 
in a hospital at noon. 
One of the invaders, captured 
while trying to slip through t h e 
police cordon, was carrying a sub­ 
machinegun and documents stolen 
from the legation. He told police 
only that he belonged to the anti­ 
communist resistance in Romania 
Neighbors said they heard a fu­ 
sillade 
of 
shots 
and 
women’s 
screams between 2 and 3 a m. but 
the legation chauffeur was the only 
casualty reported. He was taken to 
a hospital with serious injuries. 
The Red Romanian government 
demanded formally that the band 
be arrested and extradited to Bu­ 
charest. 
The Swiss Cabinet in an emer­ 
gency meeting at 7:30 a rn. de­ 
cided the police should first try 
persuasion rather than force in 
their effort to get the gang out of 
the legation.

Legations, embassies and sim­ 
ilar diplomatic properties have an 
extraterritorial status. 
In effect,

with a beer com pany paying the 
bill, except for a couple of in­ 
nings w’hen a cigar com pany also 
has its innings. 
In Detroit the Tigers have a 
brewing com pany as the cospon­ 
sor for TV and radio sim ulcasts.

gains fam e in Cleveland at the 


sam e tim e th at the Indians are 
publicized over TV. And another 
brew ing firm cosponsors the In ­ 
dian radio broadcasts. 
T he story rem ains the sam e in 
Cincinnati. A brew ing firm owns 
the entire sponsorship 
package 
over W CPO-AM -FM -TV. 
A M ilwaukee brew ery has a 
tight control of radio coverage of 
the Braves, and here in Chicago 
a brew ing com pany co-sponsors 
w ithv a cigarette firm for 77 Cub 
home' gam es and 55 W hite Sox 
games over television. 
This should be enough to indi­ 
cate tho tight brew ery—and to­

It was this tie-up w hich so in­ 
censed Senator Edw’in C. Johnson 
that he introduced a bill designed 
to prevent a businessm an from 
owning a baseball club and using 
the club to help him sell his pro­ 
ducts.

For, as proved after the 
Black Sox scandal, the game has 
a hold on Am erican affections in 
its own right.
